I'd  seen 
her  before  in  the  mornings  with  her  hand  out 
and  knew  what  to  expect,  but  was  surprised  at 
the  speed  with  which  she  scuttled  sideways  to 
block  my  progress.  Her  technique  was  not  to 
block  my  way  entirely,  but  to  cause  me  to  alter 
my  path,  my  straight  line  to  the  doors  and 
fresh  air.  She  succeeded  then,  and  the  episode 
remains  with  me  still.  What  should  I  have 
done?  A  dollar  or  two  in  her  hand?  Suggest 
breakfast  at  Murray's?  Move  on  mutely?  I 
chose  the  last,  but  know  that  whatever  I  had 
'done,  it  would  not  have  seemed  enough.  Who 
are  these  people,  anyway? 

Increasingly  they  are  we.  Rupert 
Murdoch  dove  off  his  yacht,  but  more  often  the 
less  wealthy  drop  from  different  perches  into 


the  Metro  or  onto  the  streets.  The  recession 
without  end  is  upon  us,  and  fewer  of  us  will  be 
able  to  sustain  lifestyles  similar  to  those  we 
now  enjoy.  Resort  holidays  and  dinners  out  are 
palliatives  to  the  inevitable  recognition  that 
the  budget  doesn't  balance-personally, 
federally,  globally. 

More  and  more  the  hand  is  going  out  to 
us  who  have:  ex-Soviets,  Centraide,  the 
panhandler,  the  failing  businesses  and  banks 
need  a  bigger  slice.  What  we  have  to  give, 
though,  has  diminished,  and  more  of  us  may 
have  little  to  spare  sooner  than  later.  As 
"developing"  nations  increasingly  provide 
cheap  labour  and  cheaper  goods,  well  continue 
to  see  the  readjustment-there's  a  nice  word  for 
it-in  the  North  American  work  force,  with  lay- 
offs and  bankruptcies  creating  new  Flints  (see 
Roger  and  Me.  a  documentary  about  Flint, 
Michigan,  and  its  fall  from  being  the  centre  of 
GM's  American  manufacturing  to  its  present 
satellite  status).  Montreal,  to  speak  close  to 
home,  already  has  the  highest  unemployment 
rate  of  any  major  North  American  city,  and  our 
local  economy  shows  signs  of  worse  yet  to 
come.  Almost  25%  of  Montreal's  citizens  now 
live  under  the  "poverty  line."  Yet  we're  still 
better  off  than  most  people  in  the  world,  and 
economic  refugees  will  continue  to  look  to  us 
for  visas,  handouts,  help. 

As  Gwynne  Dyer  pointed  out  to  us  last 
year,  the  "have  not"  nations  are  clambering  for 
a  piece  of  the  economic  action,  regardless  of 
the  outcomes.  We  can  share  our  prosperity 
with  them,  or  they  can  take  it  from  us.  If  this 
might  happen  on  a  national  scale,  then  how 
different  must  our  attitude  be  to  those  around 
us  with  their  hands  out?  What  will  we  do  when 
our  own  hands  are  out,  and  people  shuffle  by 
without  looking  up?

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Rape  and  Blame 

"Her  clothing  indicated  to  me  a  desire  to 
engage  in  sexual  activity."  "She  was  just 
looking  for  trouble,  going  to  his  apartment  at 
that  hour." 

Such  comments,  while  displaying  a 
blatant  ignorance  for  women's  rights  and  their 
role  in  today's  world,  are  (sadly)  still  heard  in 
courtrooms  across  North  America.  That  so 
many  rapists  escape  conviction  because  of  such 
illogical  arguments  is  proof  that  our  justice 
system  needs  revision.  Many  men  and  women 
suggest  that  the  only  way  a  woman  can  avoid 
rape  is  by  trying  to  appear  unappealing  to 
men.  This  repellant  notion,  that  men  are 
savages  powerless  to  control  their  urges  and 
that  women  are  the  temptresses,  continues  to 
affect  the  decisions  made  by  the  law.  Placing 
the  blame  on  the  woman  is  never  acceptable, 
'  for  rape  is  a  man's  doing. 

Women  should  be  able  to  walk  whenever 
it  pleases  them,  without  a  bodyguard.  They 
should  be  able  to  wear  whatever  they  choose. 
Women  will  remain  virtual  prisoners  in  their 
own  country,  condemned  to  a  life  filled  with 
fear  and  suspicion,  unless  we  all  realize  that 
sexual  assault  is  the  fault  of  the  man,  that 
rapists  are  sick  people,  and  that  the  sole 
bearer  of  guilt  should  be  the  rapist.  Until 
then,  women  who  have  been  sexually 
assaulted  will  be  serving  the  longest  term  of 
all,  blamed  for  something  they  could  not 
control,  looked  upon  by  their  peers  as 
promiscuous,  afraid  to  leave  the  house. 

As  well  as  being  unjust,  such  arguments 
are  illogical.  If  the  sexuality  was  taken  out  of 
rape  and  it  became  simply  a  crime  of  violence, 
nothing  more,  such  testimony  from  the  accused 
would  be  struck  down  with  laughter  and 
mockery.  Yet  because  it  is  rape,  a  crime  few 
can  understand,  such  arguments  survive  the 
•battering  of  the  defence  and  win  acquittals. 
•  Rapists  are  the  only  ones  who  should  be 

blamed.    Why  they  rape  is  a  deeper  problem 
involving  the  background  and  upbringing  of 


the  rapist.  Rape  has  been  cited  as  a  desperate, 
pathetic  attempt  to  rise  up  by  men  who  lack 
power  in  the  workplace  or  who  are  looked 
down  upon  by  their  fellows.  It  is  a  crime 
motivated  by  a  hunger  for  power  and  a  desire 
to  be  a  conqueror  of  the  weak.  Rapists  seldom 
know  that  they  have  done  anything  wrong  - 
thus  the  outlandish  defence:  her  clothing  or 
teasing  manner  was  provocative.  If  she  hadn't 
wanted  sex,  she  shouldn't  have  come  to  my 
apartment.  Etc...  Why  ?  Many  men  simply  do 
not  know  that  they  did  anything  wrong.  They 
may  have  seen  their  own  mothers  being  beaten 
or  degraded  as  youths.  They  may  have 
acquired  the  attitude  in  jocular  conversations 
in  the  pool  room,  or  been  misled  by  the 
exploitation  of  female  sexuality  in  the  media 
and  in  strip  clubs  across  the  continent.  The 
ideas  merge  in  his  mind,  and  slowly  he  begins 
to  believe  that  as  a  man,  he  has  a  right  to  any 
woman.  He  stops  seeing  the  woman  as  a 
respectable,  equal  member  of  the  community 
and  instead  sees  her  as  a  plaything,  an 
anatomical  rather  that  intellectual  being.  He 
sees  rape  as  the  right  of  man  to  use  a  woman 
for  pleasure  and  discard  them  once  boredom 
sets  in,  to  find  another. 

Where,  then,  do  some  women  get  their 
ideas  ?  Some  have  given  up  on  the  possibility 
of  being  on  equal  ground  with  men.  They  view 
rape  as  a  result  of  female  provocation  - 
possibly  due  to  a  childhood  of  sexual  abuse  or 
memories  of  a  father  hitting  her  mother  and 
telling  her  that  it  was  her  fault.  The  mind  of  a 
child  gradually  forms  ideas  about  the  world 
around  her.  If  she  sees  women  being  treated 
badly,  she  comes  to  accept  that  part  of  her  life 
as  a  woman  involves  abuse. 

The  idea  that  women  are  to  blame 
originated  gradually,  through  years  of 
degradation,  through  thousands  of  pages  of 
pornography,  through  male  resentment  at  the 
woman's  place  in  the  workplace.  Until  rapists 
and  sexual  assaulters,  wife  beaters  and  child 
abusers  are  jailed,  justice  will  not  be  served. 

As  a  society,  we  must  make  an  effort  to 
eradicate  the  sources  of  sexism  and  thus  bring 
an  end  to  the  riddling  of  a  woman's  mind  with 
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guilt,  and,  finally,  an  end  to  the  most  heinous 
crime,  rape.  When  a  woman  is  raped,  why  can 
we  not  take  her  word  ?  Why  do  we  search  for 
every  possible  flaw  in  the  argument  ?  Why  do 
we  look  for  an  inconsistency  in  her  testimony  ? 
The  rapist  can  get  away  with  his  crime  by 
blaming  some  aspect  of  the  woman's  behaviour 
-  as  if  he  could  not  stop  himself.  When  the 
rapist  does  this,  he  turns  the  case  around, 
putting  the  woman  on  trial.  Questions  shoot 
from  the  lawyer  of  the  accused,  demanding  to 
know  why  she  chose  to  wear  such  a  tight 
fitting  top,  or  why  she  exposed  so  much  of  her 
leg.  These  are  irrelevant.  The  rationalization 
of  the  defence  by  bystanders  just  shows  how 
bad  the  situation  is. 

When  a  woman's  credibility  is  put  in 
doubt  it  strikes  an  unbelievably  sharp  blow  on 
the  woman's  already  shaky  self-confidence. 
The  strength  it  would  take  to  admit  to  the 
public  that  she  had  been  sexually  violated,  the 
taboo  that  still  exists  that  she  would  have  had 
to  face,  both  are  of  enormous  psychological 
proportions.  The  case  is  turned  around  and 
she  is  blamed.  The  result  is  crushing 
disappointment;  shame;  guilt;  all  terrible  by 
themselves,  all  magnified  in  the  media 
spotlight  that  seems  to  surround  all  rape 
cases.  It  destroys  her  life  and  makes  it 
impossible  to  rebuild. 

The  solutions  to  rape  and  the  abuse  of 
women  are  difficult  to  apply  in  a  world  still 
run  by  many  sexists.  We  must  screen  the 
medias  for  sexist  remarks  -  anything  short  of 
censorship.  We  must  discredit  and  speak  out 
against  those  who  seek  to  exploit  the  sexuality 
of  women.  We  must  give  stricter  sentences  to 
rapists.  Authorities  must  use  a  harder  hand 
in  dealing  with  conjugal  violence.  Finally,  we 
must  commit  ourselves  to  the  idea  that  men 
and  women  are  equal;  that  men  have  no 
personal  power  over  women.  If  these  steps  are 
taken,  then  maybe  women  will  be  able  to  walk 
the  streets  at  any  hour  in  any  type  of  clothing 
they  wish  without  receiving  so  much  as  an 
unwanted  wolf  whistle.  And  should  rape 
continue  to  survive  after  this,  let  us  hope  that 
women  are  treated  with  respect  and  sympathy 
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rather  than  shunned  and  discredited.  Rape  is^ 
a  crime  done  by  rapists.  The  blame  cannot  be^ 
placed  on  anyone  else.
